whatever hands were 
available,

they are connected with a labor organization 
or not. 
The manufacturers have concluded 
to establish a rule under which there shall be 
no discrimination between employes who are 
K nig hts of Labor and employes who are not. 
Each firm agrees to arbitrate difficulties in 
their own factory directly 
with their own 
em ployes and not with any one else. 
The shoemakers’ strike has continued a 
longer period than anyone expected, but it 
began in tho first place by the manufacturers 
as a body calling on the K nig hts of Labor as 
a body to fulfill their contracts with tho 
M anufacturers’ association. 
The steps taken by the M anufacturers’ as­ 
sociation in promulgating a new set of rules 
is a move in the direction of concentrating

H ussiau Im p e r ial F am ily . 
In the recen tly published memoir» of 
Coun t Vitzthum, of Eelcstad t, proofs are 
given of tin » hered itary character of the 
men tal d isease which afflicted the imperial 
family ot Russia. 
All the son s of Czar 
Paul I, like that un happy mon arch him­ 
self, who was murd ered in IgOt, became 
subject to fits of in san ity. Paul I luid four 
son s—Czar Alexan d er I, the Gran d Duke 
Con stan tin e, Czar Nicholas I an d the 
Gran d Duke Michael. Every on e of them 
after his 45th year exhibited un d oubted 
sign s of men tal d eran gemen t. 
This was 
n ot fully d iscovered in the case of Nich­ 
olas I un til after the czar’s d eath. 
An En glish physician , however, the 
coun t says, n oticed the appearan ce of the 
hered itary d isease in the czar as early as 
July, 1853, an d he then pred icted that 
the mon arch had n ot more than two years 
of life before him. 
This he stated in a 
letter to Lord Palmerston . The Emperor 
Nicholas d ied in March, 1855, about four 
mon ths earlier than the d ate pred icted . 
The coun t appears to have n o d oubt that 
the Crimean war, so far as it d epen d ed 
ou Nicholas, was the rash act of a ruler 
“ whose men tal equipoise was d isturbed .” 
Non e of the four son s of Paul I lived to 
he 00 years of age, an d every on e of them 
suffered from con gestion of the brain 
after reachin g his 15th year.

scious that lie d id n ot thin k himself tit to 
1h3 trusted with the rein s of govern men t. 
His con d uct in the year 1830, at the out­ 
break of the revolution in Warsaw, will 
remain to prove his men tal un soun d n ess. 
He had to lie in trusted to the care of his 
wife, the Prin cess Lowicz, who was cau­ 
tion ed in the same way as is a physician 
in charge of a patien t havin g in termit­ 
ten t fits of in san ity. 
He d ied in his 5 2d 
year from con gestion of the brain .

Gran d Duke Michael was killed by u fall 
from his horse at the age of 48. 
Some 
years before his d eath he had exhibited 
sign s of un d oubted men tal d isease, an d 
his physician s d eclared that he was on 
the road to certain in san ity. 
The even ts of 1848-52 were n ot calcu­ 
lated to allay the hered itary d isposition s 
of the imperial family of Russia, but to 
excite an d in ten sify them. There is some­ 
thin g terrible in the con trast between the 
outward jTosition of the Czar Nicholas, 
upon the ben t of whose will the fate of 
so man y million s in Europe was d epen d ­ 
in g, an d the alleged d iseased in ward con ­ 
d ition of his min d ;—Lon d on Society.
